One  Hundred  and  Sixteenth 
Annual  Report. 


THE  Committee  present  their  Annual  Report  to  the 
supporters  of  the  Institution. 

They  regret  to  report  the  recent  retirement  of  their  late 
Superintendent,  Rev.  H.  T.  G.  Kingdon,  who  for  nearly  six 
years  had  given  his  unsparing  efforts  for  the  good  of  the 
Institution.  Steps  are  being  taken  for  the  appointment  of 
a suitable  successor. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  their  last  Report  the 
Committee  intimated  their  intention  of  erecting  a New 
Institution  on  a site  which  had  been  obtained  at  Southmead. 
Negotiations  have  been  carried  on  during  the  year  with  the 
Bristol  University  Committee,  resulting  in  the  sale  of  the 
present  site  and  buildings  for  the  sum  of  .£27,500.  The  New 
Building  at  Southmead  has  already  been  commenced,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  it  will  be  completed  within  two  years.  This, 
however,  will  not  embody  accommodation  for  the  Saleroom, 
or  for  the  workshops  needed  in  connection  with  the  various 
industries  in  which  the  adult  workers  are  engaged.  For  this 
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branch  of  the  work  of  the  Institution  there  is  no  provision 
whatever  from  public  funds,  and  a considerable  sum  will 
be  required.  The  Committee  estimate  that  to  place  the 
whole  work  of  the  Institution  on  a proper  and  sound  footing 
a further  sum  of  ^30, 000  must  be  raised,  towards  which  they 
are  pleased  to  state  that  they  have  already  secured  promises 
(in  part  conditional)  of  upwards  of  £ 4,000 . They  trust  to 
the  generosity  of  the  public,  who  have  always  taken  a bene- 
volent interest  in  this  deserving  charity,  to  supply  the  amount 
required. 

The  Institution  now  undertakes  all  branches  of  work  for 
the  blind,  not  only  in  Bristol  and  the  surrounding  districts, 
but  throughout  the  West  of  England,  there  being  no  other 
similar  Institution  nearer  than  Birmingham  on  the  north,  and 
Exeter  on  the  south. 

The  Committee  are  glad  to  report  that  the 
Exhibition.  Exhibition  held  in  December  last  was  so  far 
pecuniarily  successful  as  to  pay  its  own  ex- 
penses, besides  involving  a large  volume  of  business  and 
trade  orders.  They  trust  that  it  was  also  a means  of  en- 
larging the  interest  of  the  Bristol  public  in  the  work  of  the 
Institution. 

The  number  of  blind  people  under  the  care  of 
Numbers,  the  Institution,  in  one  form  or  another,  amounts

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The  health  of  the  Institution  throughout  the  year 
Health,  has  been  good.  The  Committee  would  point  out 
that  the  standard  of  physique  of  the  blind  as  a 
rule  being  low,  it  is  necessary  to  take  more  than  usual  care 
to  keep  them  in  a proper  condition  of  health,  and  the  amount 
expended  per  head  is  therefore  heavier  than  in  similar 
Institutions  for  sighted  children. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  late  Canon 
Religious  Parker  : — “ The  religious  teaching  is  carefully 

Instruction.  given,  and  with  tenderness  and  love.  The 
children  answered  readily,  and  said  their 
repetition  with  much  accuracy.”  The  Committee  much 
regret  the  sad  death  of  Canon  Parker  since  giving  this 
report.  He  had  always  taken  a deep  interest  in  this 
Institution. 

Inside  the  schoolroom,  though  much  has  yet 
Education.  to  be  done,  the  standard  of  efficiency  is 
encouraging  and  hopeful.  Here  the  future  of 
the  blind  is  carefully  considered,  and  every  available 
opportunity  is  utilised  to  implant  in  the  children  a spirit  of 
brightness,  loyalty,  independence,  and  obedience.  The 
subjects  of  instruction  are  those  calculated  to  assist  the 
pupils  in  after  life,  such  as  Mental  Arithmetic,  Shorthand, 
Typewriting,  and  Nature  Knowledge,  together  with  the 
other  interesting  and  valuable  subjects  which  form  part  of 
the  curriculum  of  every  well-organised  school  of  this  nature. 

It  is  exceedingly  gratifying  to  observe  the  rapid  improve- 
ment that  has  taken  place  in  the  Manual  Department  of  the 
school.  As  this  is  really  a most  important  branch,  individual 
temperament  is  studied,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  the  pupils 
are  occupied  in  that  industry  which  will  be  their  future  life- 
work. 

The  sports  and  recreations  of  the  children  have  improved 
in  a marked  degree,  and  promote  a healthy  rivalry  which 
leaves  no  room  for  the  growth  of  a morbid  and  morose 
disposition.  One  of  the  greatest  factors  tending  towards 
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efficiency  and  manual  dexterity  is  Physical  Training,  and  the 
recent  introduction  of  modern  appliances  for  this  purpose  is 
a decided  step  in  the  right  direction.  Many  certificates  for 
Swimming  have  been  gained  during  the  year,  and  several 
totally  blind  boys  possess  silver  medals  for  swimming  a 
quarter  of  a mile.  The  interest  which  the  pupils  take  in 
keeping  poultry,  rabbits,  pigeons,  etc.,  has  shown  those  in 
charge  what  possibilities  exist  for  developing  capacity  even 
in  the  earliest  stages.  A word  of  praise  ought  to  be  given 
to  the  girls  for  the  painstaking  manner  in  which  they  tend 
their  model  gardens. 


This  Institution  is  fortunate  in  having  a large  band 
Library,  of  voluntary  writers  for  the  Library,  and  valuable 
books  which  could  not  otherwise  be  procured  are 
continually  coming  to  hand.  At  least  50  volumes  have  been 
added  to  the  shelves  since  the  last  Report,  the  only  expense 
being  the  binding,  as  the  writers,  besides  giving  their  services 
gratuitously,  also  find  all  material  and  appliances.  The  Com- 
mittee, whilst  cordially  acknowledging  the  services  of  these 
philanthropic  ladies,  are  desirous  that  more  books  may  be 
added  to  the  list  as  the  Library  is  one  of  the  important  agents 
in  the  making  and  modelling  of  character. 


The  object  of  the  Institution  has  been  to  give  to  all 
Music,  the  pupils  such  an  instruction  as  to  enable  them  to 
take  part  in  the  enjoyment  and  recreation  of  music, 
and  to  train  those  who  show  a sufficient  capacity  in  such  a way 
as  to  fit  them  for  the  profession  of  organists  and  tuners.  Four 
pupils  were  entered  for  the  examination  of  the  Incorporated 
Society  of  Musicians,  and  all  passed  with  honours,  the  highest 
obtaining  95  out  of  a possible  100  marks.  On  Dr.  Eichholz’s 
last  visit  he  expressed  himself  as  very  pleased  with  the  junior 
class,  and  considered  the  singing  of  the  senior  choir  to  be 
beautiful.  The  quarterly  concerts  have  been  well  attended. 
The  Choir  also  gave  several  performances  during  the  recent 
Exhibition. 


The  work  of  training  the  blind  in  industries 
Technical,  to  enable  them  so  far  as  possible  to  earn  their 
own  living,  has  been  carried  on  beyond  the 
school  age  of  16  to  about  21,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  addi- 
tional care  which  is  taken  with  regard  to  the  preliminary 
manual  training  of  those  of  school  age  will  in  future  make 
this  technical  work  of  increased  value.  The  industries  at 
present  undertaken  are  basket-making,  boot-making,  brushes, 
bookbinding,  mats,  and  weaving,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  all  the  bookbinding,  boot  making  and  repairing  of  the 
Institution  is  now  done  on  its  own  premises.  In  addition  to 
this  the  pupils  are  encouraged  to  work  in  the  evening  classes. 
The  following  is  the  report  of  His  Majesty’s  Inspector  : — 
“Good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  classes.  It  was  very 
satisfactory  to  find  that  the  pupils  were  able  to  take  down 
rapidly  a business  letter  in  shorthand  and  then  to  type  it 
quickly  and  accurately.” 


This  work  is  attended  with  very  grave  and  in- 
Workshops.  creasing  difficulty,  owing  to  the  disadvantages 
of  the  blind  in  competing  with  sighted  labour. 
The  Committee  are  giving  every  possible  consideration  to  the 
means  of  increasing  the  wages  earned  by  the  blind,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  reconstruction  of  this  department  in  connec- 
tion with  the  removal  of  the  Institution  will  enable  them  to 
show  better  results  for  the  labour  of  their  employees.  Their 
object  is  to  employ  as  many  blind  people  as  possible,  and  to 
provide  facilities  for  their  earning  as  high  wages  as  they  are 
capable  of  doing.  This  involves  the  retention  of  many  hands 
who  in  the  ordinary  course  are  not  sufficiently  competent  to 
be  regarded  as  wage  earners,  and  who  by  their  inferior  work 
reduce  the  general  average  of  the  wages.  It  is  hoped  that 
under  new  conditions  a practical  division  may  be  effected 
between  the  competent  workers  and  those  to  whom  work  is 
merely  a means  of  affording  an  occupation  to  alleviate  their 

sad  condition. 
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In  their  last  report  the  Committee  men- 
Home  Teaching  tioned  the  formation  of  a men’s  club  in 
Branch.  Bedminster.  The  membership  of  this  club 
has  now  risen  from  16  to  23,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  15.  The  meetings  take  place  fort- 
nightly at  St.  Paul’s  Church-room,  which  is  kindly  lent  by 
Canon  Griffiths,  when  games,  readings,  addresses,  etc.,  are 
organised.  A club  for  women  is  also  now  being  carried  on 
at  65a,  Park  Street,  and  here  cooking,  plain  needlework  and 
first  aid  are  taught. 

Nine  blind  people  have  been  helped  to  get  various  pen- 
sions during  the  year  and  several  were  assisted  to  start  in 
business.  The  formation  of  a Home  Teaching  Society  for 
Bath,  as  an  outcome  of  the  meeting  held  here  last  autumn,  is 
a matter  for  congratulation. 

The  Committee  desire  to  thank  the  several  ladies,  who, 
in  addition  to  the  three  Blind  Teachers,  are  now  regularly 
visiting  and  teaching  the  blind  in  Bristol.  The  value  of  this 
personal  Home  Teaching  and  Visiting  is  very  great,  and  it  is 
impossible  to  gauge  the  extent  to  which  the  lives  of  those 
entrusted  to  their  care  have  been  thus  cheered  and  brightened. 

The  Committee  take  this  opportunity  of  placing  on 
Staff,  record  their  appreciation  of  the  willing  and  efficient 
services  rendered  by  all  the  heads  of  departments  in 
all  branches  of  their  responsible  work,  and  would  mention 
specially  Mr.  Stevens,  whose  work  in  connection  with  the 
Exhibition  and  more  recently  in  the  general  management  of 
the  Institution  under  the  difficult  conditions  occasioned  by  the 
absence  of  a Superintendent,  has  been  invaluable.

Information  respecting  the  Admission 
of  Pupils. 

This  Institution  is  certified,  by  the  Board  of  Education  under  Section  II.  of 
the  Elementary  Education  ( Blind  & Deaf  Children)  Act , iScjj. 


OBJECTS  OF  THE  INSTITUTION.- 

This  is  an  Educational  Institution,  and  is  only  available  for  those  blind  children 
and  young  people  who  are  capable  of  receiving  instruction.  This  Institution  is  not 
an  Asylum  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  ADMISSION. - 

Persons  desiring  an  "Application  Form”  should  write  to  the  Superintendent,  to 
whom  the  form,  when  tilled  up.  should  be  returned. 

CERTIFICATES  OF  BIRTH. - 

All  Applications  must  be  accompanied  by  Certificate  of  Birth. 

ELECTION  OF  PUPILS.— 

All  Pupils  are  elected  by  the  Committee. 

QUALIFICATIONS. — 

Applicants  arc  eligible  for  admission  from  the  age  of  five  years  until  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  but  preference  is  given  to  those  under  sixteen.  They  must  either  be 
totally  blind  or  not  possessed  of  sufficient  sight  to  read  the  ordinary  school  books  of 
sighted  children.  They  must  also  be  free  from  bodily  and  mental  defects,  which 
would  prevent  them  receiving  instruction  or  from  following  some  useful  occupation. 

TERMS.— 

The  terms  for  pupils  arc  £23  5s.  od.  per  annum  for  maintenance  and  £1  per 
annum  for  clothing,  paid  quarterly  or  half-yearly.  It  must  be  clearly  understood  that 
these  payments  are  by  no  means  sufficient  for  maintenance  and  education,  the 
remainder  being  supplied  from  the  charitable  funds  of  the  Institution. 

In  case  the  parents  arc  too  poor  to  make  the  necessary  payments  for  their  child’s 
education,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Clerk  of  the  School  Authority  for 
the  district  in  which  the  child  resides.  The  School  Authority  is  bound  to  take 
steps  to  educate  the  child  by  sending  it  to  a Certified  School  until  it  reaches  the 
age  of  sixteen.  If  the  circumstances  of  the  parents  permit,  the  School  Authority 
may  demand  from  them  a contribution  towards  the  cost  of  their  child's  education. 
The  Guardians  of  the  Poor  have  powers  to  make  the  payments  after  the  age  of 
sixteen  ; and  if  the  parents  cannot  afford  to  do  so,  application  should  be  made  to 
the  Guardians. 


CLOTHING  OUTFIT.— 

The  pupils  elected  must  be  provided  with  an  outfit  at  the  Institution,  the  Authorities 
or  Friends  sending  them  undertaking  to  pay  the  cost  (£5). 


TRADES  TAUGHT.— 

Piano-tuning,  Basket -making.  Mat-making,  Pan  and  Drawn  Brush-making. 
Chair-caning.  Machine-knitting,  Hand-knitting,  Sewing-machine,  Boot-making  and 
Repairing,  Weaving. 


HOLIDAYS.— 

There  are  holidays  twice  during  the  year,  viz.,  five  weeks  in  the  summer,  and  three 
weeks  at  Christmas.
